Phosphate Fertilizer 


By-Product. From ~ Trail 
Proves Its Worth .- 
| The Provincial School .of Agricul-| 
| ture at Claresholm has just made| 
| public the result of an experiment in- 
| spired by the Canadian Pacific -Rail- | 
way, namely the use of a phosphate 
| fertilizer, a by-product from ‘the smel- 
| ter-at Trail, B.C. Tests were made on 
the farms of J. L. Salmon, the Pierce, 
Farm and at the college. The fields! 
were planted exactly the same except 
that, in each case, one had the fer- 
tilizer and the other had not. The 
former showed a yield of 54 bushels 
/to the acre, and the latter only 46 
bushels. In other words. the extra 
eight bushels per acre were secured 
at a cost of 90 cents in fertilizer.

Buttermilk proved a better feed 


than skim-milk for fattening hogs at © 


| the Rosthern, Sask., Experimenta: 
Station. Groups of pure bred York- 
shires, Tamworths, Berkshires, and 
crosses from these breeds, were used. 
The lots receiving skim-milk and 
buttermilk ran on wheat pasture and 
received rations of 2 parts oat-chop 
and,2 parts of shorts.. The shorts 
were’ gradually replaced by ground 


‘barley, and at the close of the finish- 


ing period the pigs were receiving 
three-quarters barley chop and one- 
quarter oat chop. The ‘experiment
